Northrup’s notice of motion appomt- 
ing a special committee to purchase fuel for 
the city consumprion was introduced, but 
amended to substitute the Market Commit- 
tee for be special Committee. 

Ald. Northrup’s notice was moved, which 
requires a statutory declaration being made 
to all accouats as to accuracy, and that no 
part had been paid. 

Ald, Diamond said a By-law could not be 
amended by a resolution, © Ald, Northrup 
should give notice of the introduction of a 
By-law. 

Ald, Falkiner was in favor of Ald, Nor- 
thrup’s motion, 

The motion was lost, 

Tho yeas and nays were called for, with 
the following result ;

Nays—Diamond, Graham, Hanley, Lott, 
Keith, Macoun, Petrie, Pringle—8. 

Ald, Diamond, on motion, authorized 
the advertisoment for tenders for the print- 
ing of the receipts and expenditures of the 
city for 1884-5, 

Ald, Hanley introduced his notice of mo- 
tion to provide for electric light over gach 
of the bridges, one.in front of the axe fac- 
tory, one at the junction of the Canifton 
Road, another at the corner of Emily St., 
and another at the entrance to the depot 
yard. He put special stress upon lighting 
the streot to the depot. It was a dingy 
strect to travel at night time. ‘The foot 
bridge had been well lighted by the elec- 
tric light that Mr, Ritchie had put oat. 
The city clock should also be better light- 
ed. There were about 13 oil lamps along 
the street to the depot, which cost about 
$11.50 each per year, The difference be- 
tween electric light and maintaining the oil 
lainp was but a trifle. He would not press 
the motion but leave it to the od judg- 
ment of the Council, 

Ald. Fatkiver was m favor of the motion. 
A well lighted depot and approaches would 
give the city the appearance of briskness, 
The ditlivrence between a coal oil lamp light 
aud an electric ne od very inarked, and 
would only cost the tity $200 more per 
year, The people of Bleecker Ward paid 
heavy taxes, but have poor light. 

Ald. Diamond said as soon as the Electric 
Light Company entered into a contract 
with the city the seat of Ald, Lott would 
be vacated, and he hoped none of the mem- 
bers would support a motion which would 
deprive » member of his seat. 

Ald. Falkiner roso and excitedly asked 
the Mayor for his ruling asto whether Ald. 
Disinond was in order or not, Ald, 
Falkiner said his remarks were a gross in- 
sult to every member around the board. 
He would not submit toit, A stormy 
scene ensued, during which Ald. [Hanley 
rose to a point of order aud asked if the 
remarks of Ald, Diamond had any bearing 
upon the motion before the Council. 

The remarks were ruled out of order. 

Ald. Diamond said he meant to offend 
no one and deemed it his duty to call the 
attention of the mombers of the Council to 
the result of adopting the motion, The 
city was a large shareholder in the Gas 
Company and the intrduction of the elect- 
ric light would depreciate the value of gas 
stock. 

Ald. Northrup was in favor of putting 
the lights in Bleecker Ward, but was not 
in favor of lighting the bridges. 

Ald. Falkiner said the lights were need- 
ed on the bridges, When he said the de- 
sired number of electric lights woull cost 
$700 he wasin error. Only four lamps 
were needed in Bleecker Ward which would 
cost $400, forty oil lamps in tht ward cost 
$500. The city would effect a saving by 
tho use of electric light. 

The resolution to put up 6 electric light 
lamps Was carried, 

Ald, Northrup asked the suspension of 
of the rules to pass a resolution instructing 
the City Committee re-administration of 
Justice to accept the County Committeo's 
olfer to settle upon a basis of $3,000 for 
the year 1886,—Carricd.

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Dominion Parliament. 
FIFTH PARLIAMENT---FOURTH SESSION. 


TuEsvAY, May 18. 

Hon. Mr. Thompson introduced a bill 
amending the franchiso act of last season. 
It dispenses with the necessity of assess- 
mont rolls being procured by the revising 
ofticers in each year. The list having once 
been formed, it will stand a8 a basis for 
the succeeding year, It also makes it clear 
that the revising officers need not hold 
court for a revision of the list in every 
polling sub-division, There is also a pro- 
vision that one applicant may be substitut- 
ed for another in the applicavien to be put 
on the rolls. Tho number of voters who 
may reside in ono polling subdivision at 
present, is limited to 200; it is enlarged to 
four hundred, There is also a provision 
designed to cheapen the cost of printing. 

Iu reply to Mr, Mills,Mr, Thompson said 
there was no change in the qualification of 
wage-earners. 

Tho bill was read a first time, 

Hon. Mr, McLelan moved tho third 
reading of the Bill effecting o settloment 
with the Canada Pacilic of the loan of $30,- 
000,000, for $10,000,000 of which the gov- 
ernment are taking some of the company's 
lands. 

Mr, Watson, of Manitoba, moved in 
amendment that the monopoly clause of 
the C. P. R. contract be rescinded as a 
condition of granting the proposed relief, 

Sir John Macdonald, after defending the 
settlement af the loan as effected by this 
bill, said that the monopoly clause was in- 
serted in t'10 contract for the protection of 
the trade ot Western Canada, as it was the 
money of the older provinces that built 
the road. When he said that they could 
not check Manitoba, he did not refer to the 
executive power of disallowance. The Goy- 
ernment, he announced, would adhere to 
its policy of disallowance. Even if the C, 
P. R. desired tho repeal of this monopoly 
clause, the Government would not allow 
it, in the interests of the trade of Western 
Canada, The premier spoke with every 
indication of restored health, and was 
loudly cheered on resuming his seat. 

On adivision, the amendment was lost 
—yeas 116, nays 49. 

On the main motion Mr, Trow moved an 
amendment ensuring the payment of mun- 
icipal taxation of land sold by the com- 
pany, a return by the company of the sales 
made being provided for. 

The premier accepted the amendment as 
a seasonable one,and the bill was 80 amend- 
ed forthwith. 

On the main motion McCarthy propbdsed 
in amendment to insert a clause amending 
the original character, with the object, he 
said, of providing that the rate from the 
Northwest to Callendar Junction should be 
the same per mile as to Montreal. 

The Premier opposed the amendment, 
which was defeated by 119 to 37. 

On the main motion, Platt moved to 
strike out the clause which releases the se- 
curity of $5,000,000held by the Government 
for the operation of the road. 

Lost on a division. 

The House adjourned at 1.40 a, m.

Effeo's of Salt in Water, 

It is well known that a salt dissolved in 
water raises ics boiling point. A saturated 
solution of common salt boils under atmos- 
pheric pressure of between 227° and 228° 
Fahrenheit, instead of 212° as fresh water 
would have done. It was now an open 
question what the temperature of the steam 
or vapor which comes off from the brine 
will be. Some authorities claim that be- 
ing in all respects like the steam from fresh 
water it will have the temperature of com- 
mon steam at the atmospheric pressure,i.e. 
212°, while others claim that the steam will 
be at the tempersture of the boiling brine, 
and hence superheated or above the tem- 
perature due to its pressure. 


It is obvious that at the instant of form- | 


ation the steam must be at the tempera- 
ture at which the solution boils. The 
increased cohesion of the molecules of water 
due to the solution of salt, requires moro 
heating to separate them and the tempera- 
ture at which this cohesion is overcome, 
and they take the form of steam, is raised. 
Starting with the temperature of the solu- 
tion, 228°, the bubbles of steam pass up 
through the hot brine, certainly losing none 
of their heat, for the brine is at their own 
tempefatiire, and are freed at its surface. 
Now when these bubbles of steam appear 
at the surface of the solution from which 
they are generated, and lill. the steam 
space of the vessel in which it is contained 
as fresh steam of atmospheric pressure, 
what becomes of the extra heat which it 
contains? A portion of it will be rendered 
latent in the evaporation of entrained 
water in the steam,a portion will be radiated 
from the walls of the vessels,but the steam 
will show a temperature considerably above 
212 dogrees, i. e., it will be to a considerable 
degree superheated. 

A florence flask holding a litre was filled 
with a saturated solution of common salt. 
By the application of heat the temperature 
was raised to nearly 264°, when violent 
solution took place, and a thermometer 
whose bulb was immersed in the brine be- 
came stationary. The long neck ‘of the 
flask was stopped by a cork having two 
holes, one for the thermometer and the 
other of a size suflicient to allow the steam 
to escape freely, ‘This neck and that por- 
tion of the flask above the water line were 
therefore full of steam at the pressure of 
the atmosphere, and by drawing the ther- 
mometer out of the brine and allowing it to 
remain in the steam the diminution or in- 
creaso of temperature could be noted, In 
every instance in which this was done the

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Moat geographers have boon disposed to 
idontify it with the Brahmaputra, but as 
lato as January last year Mr. Robort Gor- 
don, the loading authority on the hydrog- 
raphy of the Irawady, read a paperin Lon- 
don to show that the Sanpo must be tribu- 
tary to the Burmese river, 

Jn the southeast part of Thibot isa large 
region marked on some maps as ‘* The Coun- 
try of Robber and Wild Tribes.” These 
tribes havo guarded the secret of the San- 
po, No explorer, white or Indian, has ever 
penetrated their country. Tho last to try 
it Wis the now famous Indian traveller, A 
—TIX, who had to turn back three yoars ago 
from the threshold of the dreaded Mishmi 
country. The Mishmis are still unvisited, 
but the secret of tho Sanpo has been solved 
beyond all doubt. 1t is identical with the 
Dihong, the northern branch of the Bral- 
maputra, and is thus the head waters of 
that Indian river, 

Not far from the southern edgo of Thibet 
a river coming from the east unites with 
the Dihong to form the Brahmaputra, 
Messrs, Neodham and Molesworth fifteen 
months ago followed this branch far east 
until their explorations joined those of A 
—K, proving that the river was identical 
with the Zayul Chu, whose upper course he 
had thoroughly explored. The Zayul Chu 
is therefore the eastern branch of the Brah- 
maputra, instead of an affluent of the lra- 
wady,as Mr, Gordon and Chinese geograph- 
ers have believed. 

The Zayul Chu having now been ascended 
east and northeast for several hundred miles 
to its sources, it is certain that the Sanpo 
cannot join the Irawady unless it either 
burrows under the Zayul Chu or takes a 
flying leap over it. [tis thus proved be- 
yond @ doubt that the Sanpo is identical 
with the northern branch of the Brah- 
maputra, Another geographical mystery 
bas passed into the realms of ascertained 

act. 

The explorer A—K is so called because 
the names of tho travellers in the employ 
of the Indian Government are not publish- 
ed until after they quit the service. A—K 
travelled in the guise of a merchant, and if 
his real character became known in many 
regions north of India his usefulness as an 
explorer would de destroyed.

As the steamer enters the canal betwoen 
the huge piles of sand which havo boon 
thrown out in cutting tho eastern end of it, 
we look about for evidence of that great 
washing of the banks and displacoment of 
the high mounds of sand which wise-acros 
predicted two years ago and which nows- 
papers hostile to tho Government have 
since alleged had taken placo—tho Hamil- 
ton Times haying actually stated that after 


a high wind the canal could be crossed on 
foot dry-shod, so rapidly did the sand drift 
back into the bed whence it had been 
scooped by the dredges, It is hardly nec- 
essary to say that this latter statement had 
not the slightest foundation in fact,and the 
predictions above alluded to were proved to 
be absolutely baseless. The sand mounds 
are there to speak for themselves. Eyon 
their surfaces are to all scoming undisturb- 
ed, whilst along their bases where the wa- 
ter and sand meet there is scarcely no indi- 
cation of washing away. So uuchanged,in- 
deed, has the position of the sand remain-

der water is almost as solid as rock ; that 
the slopes are much steeper in sand than 
they can be made in any other material 
than rock; that the water way is conse- 
quently wider in this thanin any other 
portion of the canal, which is 80 ft, wide on 
the bottom and 160 wide on the water line; 
that no second dredging has been neces- 
sary; and that the water is at present 16 ft. 
deep, or 4 ft. above the zero mark. This 
statement ought to end at once and forever 
all the silly twaddle that has been spoken 
and written about quicksand in the Mur- 
ray Canal, in which none of that lively ma- 
terial has been discovered up to the pre- 
sent writing at least. 

A run of about a mile up the canal brings 
us to the temporary crossing for the Mur- 
ray road, where the party leave the steam- 
er fora short tramp along the banka, to the 
next ‘water stretch, which lies to the west 
of the embankment on which the Central 
Ontario's Railway crosses, On the way we 
pass a huge pile of stone for the two bridges 
yet to be built towards the western end of 
the canal, also the completed piers, abut- 
ments, and retaining walls for the Murray 
road and railroad bridges, the former of 
which was completed many months ago and 
the latter in October last. The masonry 
is of the most massive character, and after 
it has been admired, the visitors ask them- 


selves why the superstructures have not 


been erected. This is a problem which no 
one present can solve, but the opinion is 
generally expressed that the Government 
are moying slowly in this regard—too slow- 


ly to meet the public convenience, not to 
speak of their interests. It certainly is to 


be hoped that this necessary work will not 
be much longer delayed.

Now the big dredge St. Charles is reached, 


fact that a piece of work is here being done 
which has neyor before been performed by 
any other contractor, namely the operating 
ofa derrick weighing fifty tons on a 
‘‘groen” (newly formed) bank in a marsh. 
What others have not been able to per- 
forin, Messrs. Siloox & Mowry, who know 
no such word as fail, have succeeded in ac- 
complishing. Tho cluy which the dredge 
lifts is deposited on the bank, thus form- 
ing, with the aid of a large quantity of 
timber, a foundation for the derrick, which 
works close behind the dredye,its long arm 
— 96 feot in length—swinging the excavat- 
ed material far from the dredge and aiding 
in the formation of the foundation for its 
operations. A hundred yards or so further 
on is the powerful dredge Ontario, which 
is cutting into and is almost through a little 
point of clay and stone which projects into 
the marsh. A day or two's work will 
carry the dredge through this, and then it 
will be all through the marsh until the cut- 
ting which has been made from the west 
end is encountered. Tho distance to be 
cut was on Tuesday not more than five 
hundred yards. 

The ond of navigation having been 
reached, the passengers hasten ashore 
and proceed, under the guidance 
of Mr. Silcox, to traverse the 
short space that intervenes between their 
present location and the two dredges which 
they see at work on the western section, 
which, we may here say, was sub-let by the 
contractors to Messrs. Lee & Dunbar, of 
Buffalo. Skirting the edges of a field and 
of a piece of woods, the merry yoyageurs tra- 
yorse a piece of the marsh on an ingeniously 
constructed pathway, and five minutes’ 
walking brings them to the eastern limit of 
Messrs. Lee & Dunbar’s contract. The 
dredges Faugh-a-Ballagh and Wolverine, 
which have made two cuts through a mile 
and a half of—generally speaking—very 
hard digging, are now working westward 
on the third and last cut, and the prospect 
is that the waterway of the canal will be 
completed by the middle of August or be- 
ginning of September. 

Mr. Silcox, very warmly seconded by the 
gentlemen from Brighton, now invited the 
visitors to proceed over the whole route and 
make an inspection of Brighton harbor, but 
the engagements of a majority of the Belle- 
ville delegates made it impossible for them 
to accept the invitation. A meeting was 
organized, therefore, for the purpose of 
passing a vote of thanks to the contractors 
for their hospitality and. to express the 
public's suse of their energy and ability 
in the successful prosecution of the 
work. The floodgates of eloquence were 
thereupon lifted, and for some 
two hours a most friendly interchange of 
sentiment took place between residents of 
Belleville, Trenton and Brighton. Tho 
presiding officer was Thos. Ritchie, Esq., 
President of the Belleville Board of Trade; 
and the speakers were Messrs. G. W. Os- 
trom, Mayor of Trenton ; Col. Strong, U. 
S. Consul for the Belleville district ; Rey. 
J. Halliwell, Rector of Hillier; W. W. 
Webb, Reeve of Brighton; P. J. O'Rourke, 
Trenton ; Ald. Falkiner; Belleville ;J.L. 
Biggar, Belleville; J. N. Lee, Toronto ; 
Wm. Sutherland, Belleville,and others, in- 
cluding Mr. Sileox, who made a brief but 
feeling reply to the sentiments expressed 
towards him and his business associates. 

The majority of the Belleville delegation, 
accompanied by a few of the members from 
Trenton, then made the best of their way 
homeward.

Mr, Huntington was a Canadian by birth 
and about 59 years of age. In 1861 he was 
elected to the Legislative Assembly for the 
County of Shefford, province of Quebec, 
and continued to represent the county in 
the Assembly downto the time of con- 
federation, and afterwards in the Dominion 
Parliament until 1878, Jn 1862 he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Executive Council 
of Canada, and was Solicitor General for 
Lower Canada in the Sandfield Macdonald 
—Dorion Ministry. In 1873 he brought the 
famous charges against Sir John Macdonald 
inre the Canadian Pacificscandal,and on the 
downfall of that Government accepted oflice 
under Alexander Mackenzie in the Liberal 
Government. He was first President of the 
Council, and in 1875 Postmaster-General. 
This latter position he held until the resig- 
nation of the Governmentin 1878. He also 
acted as Minister of Public Works during 
Mr. Mackenzie's absence in England. At 
the last general elections he was defeated, 
and since then he has retired from public 
life. Since his retirement, Mr. Huntington 
has lived almost continuously in New York.

American Fishermen Distressed. 


The Demands to be Made by Them in Re, 
tallation Upon the Canadians, 


Grovcestex, Mass., May 19.—The com- 
mon council last evening unanimously 
passed resolutions, praying the national 
administration to use every endeavor to 
bring about legislation which shall be re- 
taliatory upon the Canadian government 
as an act of justice and protection to fisher- 
men who form the nucleus of an efficient 
marine service. 

PortLanp, Me., May 19 —The situation 
of the Portland fishing fleet, with reference 
to “touch and trade permits,” is very em- 
barrassing. Almost the entire fleet are 
provided with these permits, and with the 
exception of the vessels owned by Lewis 
Case and Whitten, Portland, the fleet 
sailed without bait. 1t seems the permits 
are valueless. 

GLovucrsten, Mass., May 19.—Yester- 
day afternoon Capt. Kinney and the crew 
of the schr. David J. Adams, with the own- 
er, Capt.Sessio Lewis and President Steole, 
of the American fishing union, made affi- 
davita of their claims, Capt, Lewis express- 
ed the opinion that he might get something 
eventually for his grand children, but did 
not expect to get anything for himself. 
The captain and crew of the Adams porsist 
in their statements that no bait was pur 
chased at Digby. The claims of Captain 
Lowis will be adjusted in afew days and 
forwarded to Washington. The question 
at issue is considered here to be the most 
important one before the administration of 
President Oleveland. The Gloucester 
fishermen are afraid that the Americans 
will give in, as in the past, but any step 
looking toward reciprocity is believed to be 
suicidal,

Tricoopis Forms a New Miniast —Firing but 


no Bloodshed—A Peacefu Polloy. the hours of 6 and & p. m, 2d3t 


ATHENS, May 21,—M., Tricoupis has formed 
a new ministry. He assumes provisionally the 
offices of Minister of War and Munster of Fin- 
ance. The other ministers are: M, Lombardo, 
Minister of Interior; M. Vou'piotos, Minister 
of Justice ; M, Manetore, Minister of Public In- 
struction; and M. Theokotis, Minister of Marine. 

A British man-of-war has returned from Skia- 
tho with the telegraph instrumoots, which wero 
removed froin the plece by the Austrians, 

The firing which occurred on the frontier yes- 
terday cid not result in any bloodshed. ‘The 
Turks opened fire from a distance on the Greek 
forces and kept it up a short time without effect 
and then retired,

sius. Tho Greek artillery has destroyed the 
Turkish earthworks opposite Analipsis. The 
Turks who were entrenched at Saltivsibia are 
now retreating towards Hassan Melina. The 
Greeks have re-occoupied Bairaktoria. 

Major Doumriotis has made the fullowing re- 
port to the Government of the fighting on the 

rontier: **While we were changing our sentries 
at Karravitsa at 1 o'clock this morning the Turks 
opened fire along their whole line near Nezeros, 
I ordered our fir: to cease, and the Turks also 
stopped at 4 o'clock in the morning. The Turks 
renewed their firing this time with artillery from 
Karia. At6 o'clock a Turkish company advanced 
with the purpose of taking Analipsis, "The Turks 
are asseinbling to attack our position at Nezeros, 
They have captured our port at Birckton, This 
they succeeded in doing by a sudden rush. I 
have ordered my troops to re-occupy the other 
positions, All is now quiet,” The Government 
has ordered the Greek commander (0 avoid hos- 
tilitics, but if the Turks are aggressors the Greeks 
shall assume the offensive. 

Mr. Tricoupis received an ovation last evening 
from the populace of Athens. In an interview 
he declared that the policy of the new Govern- 
ment would be one of peace. They would de- 
moralize the army and endeavor to avert the fi- 
nancial crisis threatening Greece,

The whole tendency of our times, as you have 
notioed, a to make ths chasm between employer 
and employe wider and wider, Ty olden times 
the head man of the factory, the master builder, 
the co pitalist, the head mau of tho firm, work 
ing sometimes at the samo bouch, dining at the 
eame table; and there are those here who can 
r member the time when the clerks of large 
commercial eatablishmonta wore acoustomned to 
board with the bead men of the firm. 

All that is chauged, and the tendency ia to 
make the distance between the employer and 
employe wider and wider, The tendency is to 
wake th employe feel that he 18 wronged by 
the success of the capitalist, and to make the 
capital-t feel, ‘‘Now my laborers are* only 
beasta of burdan ; "I inust give so much money 
for so mach drudgery, just wo many pieces of 
silver for so many beads of sweat.” In other 
words the bridge of sympathy is broken diuewn 
at both ends. That feeling was well desorbed 
by Thomas O-rlyle when hie said ;—"* Plugson, 
of St. Dolly Undershot, buccaneer-like saya t» 
hia men ; ‘ Noble spinners, thi+ 1s the hundredth 
thousand pound we have gained, wherein 1 mean 
to dwell and plant my vineyards. The hundred 
thousand pound is mine, the daily wage was 
yours. Adieu, noble spinners ; donk my bealth 
with this groat each, which I give you over and 
above,” 

Now what we want is to rebuild that bridge of 
sytmpat y, and I put the trowel toone of the 
abutments to-day ;and 1 preach m mneprewely 
thid morning to exoployers os such, although 
what I have to say will beappropriate to all who 
are in this house, 

The outrageous behaviour of a multitude of 
laborers toward theic employers during the Jast 
threes months, behavior infamous and worthy 
of most oundign punishmént, may have induced 
some employers to neglect the real Christian 
duties that they owd to those wh yn they employ. 
Therefore I waut to say to you whom | confront 
face to face, aud those to wont these words ma 
come, that all ship owners, all capitalists, oll 
comuiercial firtos, all mas er builders, all house. 
W ves are bound to be interested in the entire 
welfare of their subordinates. Years ago some 
one gave three prescriptions for becoming a mil- 
lionaire, First, spend your lite in gétting and 
keeping the earniugs of other people, Secondly? 
have nv anxiety about the worriment, the loases, 
the diss ppolotmonts of others. Thirdiy, do not 
mind the fact that your vast wealth implies the 
poverty of a great many people, Now there is 
not a man in my audience who would consent 
to go out into life with those three principles to 
earna fortune. Itis your desire to do your 
whole daty to the men and women in your 


service, 

First of all, then, pay as large wages as are 
reasonable and as. your buisness will afford, 
Not necessarily what others pay, certainly not 
what your hired help say you must pay, for that 
is tyranny on the part of labor unbearable, The 
right of a Jaborer to tell his employer what he 
must pay, implies the mght of an employer to 
compel a man into a service whether he will or 
not, and either of those ideas is despicable. 
When any employer allows a laborer to say what 
he must do, or have his buisness ruinod, and the 
employer submits to it, he does every business 
man in the United States a wrong, and yields 
toa aoe which, carried out, would dissolve 
society. Look over your affairs, and put your- 
selves in imagination in your laborer’s place, and 
then pay him what before God, and your own 
conscience you think you ought to pay him. 

“God bless yous” are well in their places, but 
they do not buy coal, nor pay house rent, nor 
get shoes for the children, At the same time 
you, the employer, ought to remember through 
what strajts vod strains you got the fortyne by 
which you built your store or ran the factory, 
You are to romember that you take all the risks, 
and the employee takes none, Or scarcely any. 
You are to remember that there may be reverses 
in for une, and that some new étyle of machin- 
ery may inake your machinery valueless, or some 
new style of tariff set your business back hope, 
lessly and foreyer. Yor must t ke all that into 
consideration, and then pay what is reasonable. 

Do not be too ready to cut down wages, As 
far as possible pay all, And pay promptly. 
There is a great deal of Bible teaching on this 
subject, Malachi: “I will be aswift witness 
against all sorcerers, ond against all adulterers, 
and against al those who oppress the hireling 
in his wages,” Leviticua: ‘‘Thou shalt not 
keep the wages of the hireling all night unto 
morning.” Colossians: ‘Masters, give unto 
ad servants that which is just and equal; 

nowing that ye also have a Master in Heavev.” 
So you ree it is not a question between you and 
your employe so much as it is a question be- 
tween you and God. 

Do notsay to your employes:—‘ Now, if 
you don’t like this place get another,’ when you 
know they cannot get another, As far as_pos- 
sible ovce a year visit at their homes, your clerks 
and your workmen. That is the only way you 
can become acquainte t with their wants. You 
will by such process find out that there is a 
blind parent or sick sister being supported. You 
will find some of your young men in rooms with- 
ouit any fire in winter, and in summer swelter- 
ing in ill-ventilated apartments, You will find 
how much depends on the wages you pay or with- 
hold. On Saturday morning, when you come 
into your counting-room and draw the check 
which will tring the money for the wages or the 
salaries, you will have a thrill of satisfaction in 
knowing it isnot only the money you give to 
the young man, but the relief to the dire necessi- 
ties which stand back to him. 

Moreover, it is your duty as employer, ‘as far 
as possible, to mould the welfare of the em- 
ployee. You ought to advise him abont invest- 
ments, about life insurance, about savings banks. 
You ought to give him the benefit of your expe. 
rience, There are hundreds and thousands of 
employers in this country and England, I am 
glad to say, who are settling in the very best 
possible way the destiny of their employes. 
Such men as Marshall, of Leeds; Leister, of 


tioned their pames. These men have built read- 


quet lawns, cricket ground, gymnasiums, cho- 
ral societies for their employes, and they have 


but through the contentment and the thrift and 
the good morals of their employees, they are 
paying wages from generation to generation 
lorever, 

Again, I counsel all employers to look well af- 
ter the physical health of their subordinates, 
You are expected to understand better than they 
all these questions of ventilation and sunshine, 
and all the laws of hygiene, 

There are stores, and banking . houses, and 
factories, ani newspaper establishments, where 
the M¥mosphere is death, Your employees may 
not always appreciate your work, as thas style 
of kindness was not appreciated in the instances 
mentioned by Charles Reade, where ina great 
factory a fan was provided ferthe blowing sway 
of the dust of metal and stone—the dust arising 
from the machinery—and some of the workmen 
refused to put this great {sn in motion. They 
seomed to prefer to inhale the filings, the polson- 


| ous filings into their lungs. But in the maj ority 
| of cases the employees will appreciate covery 
kindness in that direction, 


Jo, not put on them any unnecessary fatiguo, 
I never coull understand why the drivers on 
your city cars mustetand all day when they 
might just as well sit downanddrive. Itseomna 
to me iost unrighteons that so rany of the fe 
| male clerks in our stures should be compelled 
to stand all day, and through thoes hours when 
thore are but few or no customers. Thou peo 
| ple have aches and annoyances and weayiness 
enough without putting upon them additional 
fatigue. Unless those female clocks must go up 
and down on the bosiness of the store, let them 
sitdown, At the end of the year you will find 
that they have sold as many goods and made as 
fino bargains—yea, better; for one clork with a 
c'ear brain and rested body will sel! more goods 
than two clerks with health bedragglod.

round day's work in the ton or twelve hours, you 
have no right to keep them borneased for seven 
toon. Id) pot thiuk thatany intelligent em 
ployer can afford to be reckless of the physical 
and mental health of hia subordinates, 

But above all, I charge you, O, Employers ! 
thet you look after the moral and spiritual wel 
fare of your employes. Tirat, know where thoy 
spend theie evenings. That decides everything, 
You do not want around your money drawer a 
youog man who went last night to neo Jack 
Sheppard, A man tbatcomes into the store 
in the morning ghastly with midnight revelry,is 
not tho man for your stor. “The young man 
who spends his evenings in the society of refined 
women, or In musical or artistic ciroles, or in 
literary improvement, is the young toan for 
your store, Without any dirgusting inquisitive 
ness, without any impertinence, you ought to 
haye your young ineu understand that you are 
mterested so mooh in their welfare that you 
want to know where they spend thoir leisure 
hours, and they will frankly and gladly tell you. 

Do not say of these young nen: “If they do 
their work in the busine hours, that is all I 
have to ask” God has made you that man’s 
guardian, I want you tounderstand that many 
of these young men are orphans, or worse than 
orphans, flung out into society to struggle for 
themselves, A young manis pitched into the 
middly of the Atlantic ocean, and a plank is 
pitched after him, and then bei told to take 
that and swini Avbore, Treat that young man 
as you would like to have your son treated if 
you were dead. De a father to that clerk 
There is nothing more beautiful than to hear an 
aged merchant addressing his clerks and saying, 
“my son.” That young man in your «employ 
hasahi-tory. His father was a drunkard. Hts 
first remembrance of his father was, the father 
comivg home late at n ght intoxicated and the 
children hiding under the bed frightened. And 
that young man has stood many a time between 
father and mother, keeping ber trom the brutal 
blow. He is prematurely old in trying to _pro- 
vide for the house rent and clothing of his 
younger brothers and sisterr. He may seem to 
you like other young me, but Goa and his 
mother know hej a hero, Attwenty yeara of 
age he has suffered os much as many have suffer- 
ed st sixty. Do not tread on him. Do not swear 
at him. Do notsend him ona vseleas errand, 
Say “ Good morning,” and ‘Good night,” and 
“Good bye,” You are deciding that man’s des- 
tiny for two worlds. 

One of my earliest reminscences is of old 
Arthur Tappan. Thore were many differences 
of opinion about hit politics, but no one who 
ever knew Arthur Tappan, and knew him well, 
doubted his being an earnest Christian. In his 
store in New York heladaroom where every 
morning he called his employes together, and 
he prayed with them, read the Scriptures to 
them, sung with them, and then they entered 
on the duties of the day, On Monday morning 
the exercises differed, and he gathered the 

oung men together and asked them where they 

ad attended church and what had been their 
Sabbath experience, and what had been the 
serinop. 

Samuel Budgett had the largest business in 
the West of England. He had in a room of his 
warehouse a place pleasantly furnished with 
comfortable seats and ‘' Fletcher’a Family 
Devotions” and Wesleyan hymn books, and be 
gathered his employees together every mornivg,

side by side—the employer and the employees. 

Do you wonder at that man’s success, and 
that though thirty ye rs before he had been a 
partner in a smoll retail shop in a small village 
at his death he bequeathed many millions, God 
can trust such a man as that with plenty of mo- 
nev . 

Sir Titus Salt had wealth which was beyond 
computation, and at Saltaire, England, he had 
a church and a chapel built. and supported by 
himself—the churel) for those who preterred the 
Episcopal service, and the chapel for those who 
preferred the Methodist service. At the open- 
ing of one of his factories he gave a great din 
ner, and there were thirty-five hundred people 
present, and in his after-dinner speech he said 
to these people gathered:—“I cannot louk 
around me and see this vast assemblage of 
friends and workpeople without being moved, 
I feel greatly honored by the presence of the 
nobleman at my side, and I am especially de- 
lighted at the presence of my work people, 
hope to draw around me a population that will 
enjoy. the beauties of this neighborhood—a pop 
ulation of well-paid, contented, happy operatives. 
I Fave given instructions tomy architects that 
nothing is to be spared to render the dwellin 
of the operatives a me roto the country, and, 
if my Tike is spared by Divine Providence, 1 hope 
to see contentment, satisfaction, and happiness 
around me,” 

That is Christian character demonstrated. 
There are others in this country and in other 
lands on asmaller scale doing their best for 
their employes. They haye not forgotten their 
own early struggles. They remember the firat 
yard of nankeen they me.sured, the first quar- 
ter of tea they measured, the first banister they 
turned, the first roof they shingles, They re- 
meinber how they were discouraged, how hun- 
gry they were, and how cold and how tired they 
were, and though they may be sixty or seventy 
years of age, they know just how a boy feels be- 
tween ten and twénty, and how a young man 
feels between twenty and thirty. They bave 
not forgotten it. Those wealthy employers were 
not originally let down out of heaven with pul- 
leys of silk in a wicker basket, satin-lined, fan- 
ned by cherubic wings. They started in the 
roughest cradle, on whose rocker misfortune put 
her violent fuot and tipped them into the ovld 
world, Those old men are sympathetic with 
boys. 

But you are not only to be kind to those un- 
der you—Christianly kind—but you are also te 
see that your boss workmen, and your head 
clerks, and your agents, and your overseers in 
stor s, are kind to those under them. Some- 
times men wil) get a little brief authority in o 
store or ina factory, and while they are very 
courteous to you, the capitalist, or to you, the 
head man of the firm, they are mést brutal in 
their treatment of those under them, God only 
knows that some of the lads suffer in the cellars 
and in the lofts of some of our great establish- 
ment’, They have no one to appeal to. The 
time will come when their arm will be strong, 
and they can defend themselves, but not now. 
Alas, for some of the cash boys, and the messen- 
gor boys, andthe boys that aweep the store. 
Alas, for some ofthem! Now, you capitalist, 
you, the head man of the firm, must look,super- 
vise, see those all around you, investigate all 
beneath you 

And then I charge you not to put unnecessary 
temptation in the way of your young men, Do 
not os » large sums of money lying around un- 
SNA E Know how much money there is in 
the till. Do not have the account books lo*sely 
kept There are temptations inevitable to 
young men, and enough of them without your 
putting any unnecessary temptation in their 
way. Men in Wall street having thirty years 
of reputation for honesty have dropped into 
Sing Sing and perdition, and you inwst be care- 
ful how you try a lad of fifteen. And if he “ 
wrong, a, not pounce on him like a hyy na. I 
he prove himself unworthy of qos contidence 
do not call in the police, but take him home, tell 
why you dimeatiade him to those who will give 
him another chance, Many a young man has 
done wreng once who will never do wrong 
again. 

Ahi my frionds| Ithink we can afford to 
give everybody another chance, when God knows 
wo nhoula all fave been in perdition if He had 
not given ua ten thousand chances. 

Thon if in inoving around your factory, or 
mill, or barn, or store, yOu are inexorable with 
young mon, God will remember it, Some day 
the wheel of fortune will turn and you will be a 

vapor, and your daughter will goto the work 
comes and your won will die on the scaffold. If 
in moviog among your young men you #o% one 
with an ominous pallor of cheek, or you hoar 
him coughing behind the counter, say to him; 

“Stay home a day or two and rest, or go out and 
breathe the breath of the hills.” If his mother 
die do not demand that on the day after the 
funeral he be in the store.

I am a physicien ad can{go on that island and 
administer to the sufferings of those who are 
‘farther gone in the disease, and I should like to 
go now, It wold b» selfish in me to stay smid 
these luxurious surroundings when I might be of 
so much help to the wretched. Send me to the 
isle of the Nepean " They, seeing the spot of 
leprosy, of course took the man into custody. 
He bade farewell to his family and his friends, 
It was an agovizing farewell. He could never 
seothem again. He was taken to the isle «f 
of the lepers, and there wrought among the sick 
until prostrated by his own Meath which at last 
came. Oh! that was mognificent self-denial, 
magnificent sacrifice, only surpassed by that of 
Him who exiled Himself from the hearth of 
Heaven to this leprous is!and of a world that He 
wnight physician our wounds and weep our griefs 
aan die our deaths, turning the isle «f a leprous 
world into a great, blooming paradisaical gar 
den. Whether employer or employe, let us 
catch that spirit.
